Fresh 
pork was in demand too and sold 
readily at from 20 to 25 cents a 
pound for sausage, backbones and 
bacon, with sirloin offered at 40 
cents. 
One huckster said that holly was 
in great demand and that his sup­ 
ply had 
been quickly exhausted. 
Mistletoe made its first appearance 
of the season at market this morn - 
ing and was sold for IO cents a 
bunch. 
Wreaths in six standard 
styles were offered with other de­ 
signs made to order. 
Trailing pine 
will be among the offerings next 
week. 
The top price asked for eggs this 
week was 38 cents, a two-cent drop 
below last Saturday's top price of 
40 cents. Pullet eggs were priced at 
30 cents and prices on mixed eggs 
ran from 33 to 36 cents. 
Turkeys for Christmas 
Dressed chickens were plentiful at 
33 and 35 cents and dressed ducks 
sold for the same prices.

The Pennsylvania Motor Code makes it compulsory that 
all motor vehicles be inspected as to condition of brakes, 
lights and equipment which affect the safety of motor traf­ 
fic. There are two inspection periods in each year. Motor 
vehicles not equipped with “approval” stickers are barred 
from the highways in the three month intervals between 
the inspection periods. Owners of uninspected vehicles are 
subject to a fine of $10 and costs or live days in jail, in de­ 
fault.

Hybrids and Crosses 
New Corn Varieties 


They Differ From Pollinated Kinds 
In Several Ways, Says M. 
T. Hartman. 


Many new varieties of sweet corn 
are appearing in the seed catalogues. 
These new varieties are largely hy­ 
brids and crosses and differ from the 


old open pollinated varieties in sev­ 
eral respects, says County Agent M. 
T. Hartman. 
First, the hybrids and crosses are 
usually more vigorous and less sus­ 
ceptible to certain smut corn dis­ 
eases. Second, they yield from 200 
to SOO dozen more ears per acre. 
Third, the ears are much more uni­ 
form in size, shape and number of 
rows of grains. Fourth, the crop ma­ 
tures more uniformly than open pol­ 
linated varieties. 
Golden Cross Bantam or Golden 
Cross Hybrid is the oustanding new 
variety. It is a mid season com thai 
is not excelled in quality, yield, or 
uniformity of ear. Try this variety 
next year. Marcross, Spancross, and 
Whip cross are the most largely 
planted early crosses derived from 
Golden Early Market, Spanish Gold 
and Whipples Yellow, respectively. 
Many commercial sweet com grow­ 
ers who study varieties carefully 
have shifted to hybrids and crosses 
but home gardeners have not.
